President Cleveland has soot a s.peo- 


ial message to Congress on the Venez- 
uelan question. In bis annual message 
he called attention to the pending con- 
troversy between Great Britain and 
Venezuela, and stated the substance of 
representations made by this Govern- 
ment to Great Britain, with sug- 
gestions why the dispute should b& sub- 
mitted to arbitration, and inquir.ng 
whether it would be so submitted. The 
answer of the British Government has

WASHINGTON, December 17.—The Sen- 


| ators showed the keenest interest in 
the reading of the message. There was 
hardly u vacant scat on the Bepnbli- 
cia side and but few absentees on the 
Democratic aide.

closed there was a hearty band clap- 
ping from all quarters of the chamber, 
Chandler leading in the demonstration 
ou the Republican side. Veteran* ol 
the Senate say it was the most spontan- 
eous demonstration in their recollec- 
tion. The message and the accompany- 
ing documents were referred to the 
Committee on Foreign Relations, and 
at 1.15 the Senate adjourned. 


The House devoted itself to-day to 


since been received, and the proposition discussing a proposition to have two 
of this Government to settle the con- 
troversy by arbitration is declined, and 
it is also suggested by the British 
Prioie Minister that the United States 
should not seek to apply the Monroe 
doctrine to the pending dispute bc- 
cau«9 it does not embody any principle 
of international law which is founded 
on the general consent of natives. 


The President, fresh from his duck 


hunt on the Chesapeake, and fortu- 
nately not from Wall street, replies 
with vigor .to the arguments of Lord 
Salisbury. He says the course to be 
pursued by this Government in view of 
the present condition, does not appear 
to admit of serious doubt. Having la- 
bored for years to induce Great Bntt.ia 
to submit the dispute to arbitration 
and now being apprised that it will not, 
CK ao, nothing remains but to accept 
the situation, to recognize its plain re- 
quirements and deal with it accordingly. 
It is now incumbent upon the United 
States to 
take 
measures to de- 


termine 
with 
sufficient 
certainty 


of 
justice 
the 
new 
divisional 


line. Inquiry to that end should be 
conducted carefully and judiciously, 
and in order that such investigation 
should be prosecuted in a thorough 
manner, the President suggests that 
Congress make adequate appropriation 
for the expenses of a commission to 
make the necessary investigations au<l 
report with the least possible delay. 
When such report is made and accept- 
ed it will, in his.'opinion, be the duty of 
the United States to resist by every 
means in its power, as a wilful aggress- 
ion upon its rights and interests, tho 
appropriation by Great Britain of the 
lands, or assume governmental juris- 
diction over any country, which, after 
investigation, we have determined of 
right belongs to Venezuela. 


These recommendations are Ameri- 


can, and in making them the President 
says he is fully alive to the responsi- 
bilities incurred and keenly realizes all 
the consequences that may follow. 
He 


is, nevertheless, firm in the conviction 
that while it is grevions to contemplate 
the two great English-speaking peo- 
ples of the world as being otherwise 
than friendly competitors io.the march 
of civilization, and worthy rivals in all 
arts of peace, there is no calamity 
which can befall this great nation, 
which equals that which follows sub- 
mission to wrong and injustice and 
consequent loss of National self-re- 
spect and honor, beneath which is 
spread and defended the people's 
safety and greatness. 


That is the first message ever sent 


by President Cleveland to Congress 
that deserves and certainly will re- 
ceive the hearty approval of every per- 
son worthy the name of American citi- 
zen. It lays down a platform on which 
Ml parties can stand, and to the main- 
tenance of which every citizen, regard- 
less of politics or creed, should give 
full and free support, as it embodies 
the principles enunciated by President 
Monroe, in 1823 and which are based 
upon the theory that every nation on 
this continent shall have its rights pro- 
tected. 


Election Committees instead of one, 
the Venezuelan message being opened 
in tbe meanwhile. This caused Crisp 
to exclaim: "There is an important 
message frojn the President relating to 
Venezuela lying oa the table, and yet 
this Republican Congress enters upon 
a paitisan action, delaying the con- 
sideration of the President's message.

DOES MOT LIKE SILVER TALK. 


The Carson News is evidently dis- 


pleased with those who agitate the sil- 
ver question. In a recent issue it says: 


If the papers of Nevada bad spent 
half the energy toward building up the 
State and getting outside capital in- 
vested here, that they have howling 
about the free coinage of silver, their 
efforts v.onld not have been in vain and 
results would have been the conse- 
quence. 


Will the New», whose editor the 


JOURNAL learns-has spent about a year 
and a half in Nevada* be so kind as to 
inform the people of the State what in 
his opinion would advance their inter- 
ests morethan the free coinage of sil- 
ver? He does not howl about free 
coinage, in fact he barks only at those 
who favor silver. In what respect has 
he benefited the State or built it up 
more than those who assert that in 
justice to the farmers, miners and 
workingmen of the dountry generally 
the coinage of gold and silver should 
be free at the mints, as the founders of 
the Government ^provided? Has Car- 
son increased in wealth and population 
since be assumed control of the JVeits 
and does not" howl" for free coinage ? 
He will not deny, if he knows anything 
whatever about the desolation wrought 
in the mining towns and many of the 
agricultural valleys of Nevada by the 
adoption of tbe gold standard, that the 
restoration of silver to its historic 
place as a money metal would not do 
more to make the State prosperous 
than anything be ever suggested. Why 
then not agitate free coinage until 
everybody in the country, including 
himself, is aroused to the importance of 
the question to tbe extent of support- 
ing no party that is not unequivocally 
in favor of it ? Tbe success of the gold 
parties, it is true, would furnish a few 
wi& comfortable stalls at the public 
CMD, but tbe success of a free coinage 
party would furnish tens of thousands 
with employment and enable those who 
are engaged in agricultural pursuits 
not only in Nevada, but in tbe other 
Ht»tes, to «eU their products at more 
than the cost of production.

AM OLD SKTTLKB PASSES AWAY. 


W. R. Chamberlain, One of the Builders 


of Kenn, Surrenders to the Inevit- 
able. 
Notwithstanding that it has been 


known for some weeks that W. R. 
Chamberlain was very ill and it was 
doubtful whether be would ever be 
able to leave his bed, the at,nonnrc- 
ment on tbt> street yesterday afternoon 
that he had died at 1:50 P. lit. was a 
shock to his many immediate friends 
aud also to those who had but a slight 
acquaintance with him, although know- 
ing him quite well by sight and reputa- 
tion. 


He was one of Reno's earliest settlers, 


removing here in the year 1868 from thp 
old Chamberlain Station on the Dutch 
Flat overland stage road shortly after 
the first rails of the Central Pacific 
were laid through this valley, and 
when Reno could only boast of ivo or 
three canvass tents and the old Lake 
Bouse at the crossing of the Truckee. 
Be superintended the construction uf 
the first Depot Hotel, afterwards tak- 
ing charge of it as landlord and con- 
ducting it for many years. 
This 


lostelry bad more than a Coast reputa- 
;ion, and the name of W. R. Chamber- 
lain was and has been almost as 
Familiar to every man, woman and child 
in Reno as their own. During the 
time be kept the Depot Hotel, he 
suffered two great fires which brought 
on business reverses which 
finally 


forced him to give np the fight and 
retire. 


He was a very positive man in his 


opinions, but still liberal and kind 
learted to a fault. Desen ing charity 
always found a friend in him and was 
never turned away. He had a big heart 
and at the sight of misfortune or 
suffering on th' part of his fellow man 
his seeming gruff nature would be 
moved and his hand was always ex- 
tended in aid of any deserving object.

A NEW ELM .INSECT. 


[Newspaper bulletin HO. IB.] 


The few trees osed for shade and 


ornament in Western Nevada have, up 
to tbe present time, been very free from 
destructive insect pests. Several dif- 
ferent kinds of insects affect these 
trees more or less injuriously, but none 
of th-»m, with, a possible single excep- 
tion, have proved actually destructive. 
But now an additional species has come 
to our knowledge as very quietly but 
very surely killing the beautiful elms 
about the State Capitol at Canon. The 
apparent very insignificance of the in- 
sects has resulted in their being un- 
disturbed and perhaps even unnoticed 
by those frequenting the Capitol 
grounds until now, after at least several 
years of undisputed sway, they have 
become thoroughly established upon 
nearly all the elms ot the grounds. 
Some of the larger smooth bark trees 
are succumbing to the effect of these 
insects, and some of the young trees 
bid fair to share tbe same fate unless 
the progress of the pest is checked. 


The history of the introduction of 


the insect into this State is and prob- 
ably will continue to be unknown. So 
far as is known, tbe trees about the 
Capitol and the adjacent streets are the 
only onen affected by this insect within 
the State. As the older trees seem to 
have been attacked earliest aud are first 
yielding to the countless number of in- 
sects preying upon them, we may very 
safely infer that they were the source 
of first infection. 


Whatever may have been the source 


of introduction, the insect seems to 
have become firmly established and 
now well able to prosper if allowed to 
continue unchecked. Like many other 
noxious animals and plants m this 
country, this insect is a contribution 
(rom Europe. It was first discovered 
in the United States ten or eleven years 
ago, when it appeared in New York. 
Since then it has appeared at Boston, 
New York City, Washington, and even 
while this article is in preparation the 
announcement of its appearance in 
Michigan is received. So far as the 
writer knows, this is the first recorded 
appearance of this insect on the Pacific 
Coast. 


The insect is related to tbe various 


destructive scale insects which are 
notably injurious to fruits in Califor- 
nia. It is not a true scale insect, how- 
ever, being more closely allied to the 
mealy bugs, whose habits are somewhat 
similar to those of the scale insects, 
but which differ essentially from the 
latter in not producing a protect- 
ing scale covering. The presence or 
absence of this scale is all important in 
the consideration of remedies, which 
are very effectually resisted by the 
true scale insects. 


The life history of this insect, tech- 


nically known as Oossypana ulmi, brief- 
ly stated, is as follows: The young 
lice are born in early summer, prob- 
ably mostly in June. They then scatter 
to the leaves, where they remain until 
August, when they return to the limbs 
and branches, where they seek the pro- 
tection of cracks in the bark for hiber- 
nation during winter. In early spring 
the male lice produce cocoons, from 
which they soon emerge as perfect 
winged insects. After mating in May 
the males disappear aud tbe females 
become permanently fixed upon the 
bark, when tbe life cycle is completed. 


The presence uf the insects is in- 


dicated by the bodies of the old 
females, each surrounded by a white 
waxy ring secreted by the developing 
insects. These bodies are usually 
com- 


monest on the lower side of the limbs. 
They may be in groups or in rows fol- 
lowing longitudinal cracks in the bark. 
Tbe cocoons of the males are small, 
white, oblong bodies, and are usually 
lunud in clusters upon the bark, though 
often occurring 'singly in minute 
crevices. 


The attacks of this insect seem to Le 


confined to the elms alone, at least in 
this country. In France it has been 
found on the alder, however. Judging 
from the known history of this insect, 
one may expect it to continue a pest on 
the elm aione, or at least not prove in- 
jurious to the other trees now employed 
for shade and ornament" in this corn- 
try. 


Bulletin No. 23, of the, Nevada Agri- 


cultural Experiment Station, about to 
be issued will treat more fully of this 
insect and its remedies.

NEWS OF LINCOLN'S DEATH. 


In 
An Illustration of the Improvement 


tho Means of Communication. 


Writing upon the subject of "The Ro 


inanco of Our News Supply," Mr. W. 
G. Fitzgerald tells a etory about the 
.cle.itb of President Lincoln which strik- 
ingly illustrates tho improvement effect- 
ed 111 our means of communication dur- 
ing the last 30 years. In those days 
thrre -weie no Atlantic cables working, 
ami news of the shooting of t'he presi- 
cent and his subsequent death had to 
v.orae by steamer. All n'ght after Wilkes 
Booth's fatal shot had been fired Ren- 
ter's agent at Washington waited for 
iho announcement of Lincoln's death, 
whuh was known to be imminent. 


The president passed away at 7 :80 the 


nest morning at the very moment 
great steamer was leaving for England.

tidings. This was the only intimation 
of Lincoln's death received in England 
by the mail.
